EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 38 has been cancelled. 

In claim 36, line 1 1 , after "Al" insert ", wherein the lithium composite manganese 
oxide is in the form of an aggregate having a primary particle diameter of not less than 
0.05pm and not greater than 10 pm, and having a specific surface area measured by 
the BET method of not less than 0.2m 2 /g and not greater than 2 m 2 /g." 

In claim 40, line 13, after "Al" insert ", wherein the lithium composite manganese 
oxide is in the form of an aggregate having a primary particle diameter of not less than 
0.05pm and not greater than 10 pm, and having a specific surface area measured by 
the BET method of not less than 0.2m 2 /g and not greater than 2 m 2 /g." 

Claims 43-48 have been cancelled. 
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Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of claims 36-42 in the reply filed on 
September 19. 2008. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)).
